SUDDEN DEATH, 

Major John McCauley, late of Kingston, 
assistant agentin the land office here, died 
yesterday afternoon about three o'clock. On 
Thursday evening he was going to T. 
Houreston’s in company with F. D. Wilson, 
when in the hollow near the house, he 
slipped and sprained his right ankle severely. 
He was carried to Mr. Houreston's, and Dr. 
Wilson was called in. He continued in con- 
sidevable pain until about four o’clobk on 
Friday morning, when he sank into a slum- 
ber. He was watched during the night by 
Mr. F. D, Wilson. In the morning he still 
slept, but no alaru: was felt until noon, when 
Dr. Wilson was again sent for and also Dr. 
Munro. Notwithstanding all their efforts to 
awake him, he continued asleep until he died, 
about three p.m. His death is supposed to 
have resulted from appoplexy, superin- 
duced by the shock of the sprained ankle. 
The deceased was a native of Kingston, Ont., 
where his mother and sister now reside.

J. Rowland and K. Macdonald respectively, 
getting water at jess than thirty feetin both 
cases. The old idea that because of the 
high banks of tie Saskatchewan here at Ed- 
menton it was im possible to get water is now 
thoroughly exploded. 


A pRowstne@ accident by which a young 
man named George Routleff,fa member of 
Doupe’s survey party, lost his life, occurred 
on Saturday, Nov. 8th, on the Saskatchewan, 
about two miles above the mouth of the 
North Fork. The party, which numbered 
three men besides Mr. Doupe, went from 
Calgary to the Mountain Fort for tho pur- 
pose of making a survey ofthe river from that 
point down and connecting with McArthur's 
survey of the North Fork and upper part of 
this river last'winter. Asthey wore going 
in the assistant, Mr. McVicar, cut his toes 
Yyadly and had to leave. This, with other, 
accidents, delayed the commencement of the 
work beyond the time expected, so that the 
ice bevan to run while the party were still a 
considerable distance above.the mouth of the 
North Fork. After Various unsuccessful at 
tempts to continue the work while the ice 
was Piseonanp + it was decided to abandon it 
and come down in the two canoes of the 
party. Theo, it was found, were not large 
enough to bring the men and all the stuff, 
even after a part of the latter was cached. 
One of the canoes also was damaged, and it 
was decided to abandon it and build a raft. 
The raft was commenced on Thursday, the 
6th, and a start was made on Friday, Rout- 
leff and the other man on the raft, and Mr. 
Doupe in the canoe, The raft was built of 
dry spruce logs and was about #ix feet by 
twenty. On Friday morning the men started 
about seven o'clock and Mr. Doupe followed 
about half an hour afterwards, in the canoe, 
He had not proceeded far when he met the 
one man coming back along the bank, afoot, 
He informed fim that Routleff had been 
drowned, It appeared that the raft had 
caught on aheap of drift wood and upset 
throwing the men and dunnage off, he 
survivor inanaged to draw himself out of the 
water on the drift wood, and fell back once, 
but finally succeeded in extricating himself. 
While he was struggling he saw Routliff go 
down three times ; and say him no more, 
although he ard Mr. Doupe searched along 
the bank for sone time. he river was ron 
ning ice at the time and the man was heavily 
muffled up, so that there was no possibility 
of hia escape affer he had been in the water 
any length of time. Mr. Doupe and his man 
continued their journey that day and the 
following vight the river froze, so that they 
were unable to take the canoe further, After 
lieing up two days, to allow them to get to 
the north side, they made a ceache and left 
everything in it with the canoe except a few 
intruments, a blanket apioee and @ little 
food,in all about 100 pounds weight. With thie 
they set out’on an Indian trail cutalong the 
high bank of the river, aud reached Haney's 
camp on the second night out, They reacted

should be considered sufiicient in other eoun
